GENERAL INFORMATION 
HISTORY 


Bay City Junior College was established in 1922 by the Bay City Board 
of Education for the purpose of making the first two years of college more 
easily available to high school graduates of this area. As the College ex- 
panded, the residents of Bay, Saginaw, and Midland counties voted in 
1957 to establish a Community College District and in 1958 voted funds 
for a new college. When the Tri-County College opens, Bay City Junior 
College will be absorbed by the new institution. 


ACCREDITATION 


Bay City Junior College is fully accredited by the North Central Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary Schools and by the Michigan Commis- 
sion on College Accrediation. Junior College students graduating from 
transfer curricula receive full credit for work done at the Junior College 
provided their grades are of a quality of C or better. 


PURPOSE 


Bay City Junior College exists for the purpose of providing an educa- 
tional program beyond the high school level which prepares its students 
for the responsibilities of citizenship and which offers opportunities for 
continuing education for all residents of the area. The specific purposes 
of the college are as follows: 


1. To provide two years of college instruction for those planning to 
transfer to other colleges. 


2. To provide two years of general education beyond the high school 
level for those who wish further education for personal develop- 
ment. 

3. To provide one and two-year business, technical, and semi-pro- 
fessional programs for those who wish employment at the con- 
clusion of their Junior College training. 

4. To provide courses or total programs which meet the cultural, pro- 
fessional, and vocational needs of the adults in the community. 

5. To co-operate with other departments of the school system and with 
individuals, civic groups, and other institutions of higher learning 
in making available educational opportunities for the community. 


ADVANTAGES 
Bay City Junior College offers many advantages to its students. 


1. EXCELLENT ACADEMIC TRAINING — Excellent instruction on the 
freshman and sophomore levels gives a good background for 
further college work. 

2. TECHNICAL TRAINING — The student may receive vocational train- 


ing on a level beyond that found in high school. 
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3. PERSONAL INSTRUCTION AND COUNSELING — The student may 
secure assistance outside the classroom from his instructors. His 
adviser and the deans of the college also are available to assist 
him. A testing program gives the student information which is 
helpful to him in choosing a career. 


4. PARTICIPATION IN STUDENT ACTIVITIES — A comparatively small 
college gives opportunity for students to take part in extra-curricu- 
lar activities. 


5. LOW EXPENSES — The Community College is a democratic concept, 
for it makes available higher education regardless of the student's 
financial status. 


6. CONTINUING EDUCATION — Where attendance is impossible in the 
Day College, education may be continued in the Evening College. 


EDUCATIONAL GRANTS 
FOR STUDENTS ATTENDING JUNIOR COLLEGE 


A number of educational grants are available to Junior College stu- 
dents. The amounts of the grants vary, but in general twenty-five to 
thirty dollars each semester is awarded toward tuition payments. These 
are awarded primarily on the basis of need, along with satisfactory 
academic records. Each grant is made for one semester, renewable the 
following semester provided the student has maintained a satisfactory 
record. 


Applicants for Educational Grants should contact the Chairman of the 
Scholarship Committee of Junior College or the Dean of the College. Ap- 
plication blanks also may be secured through high schools of the area. 
No application for financial assistance is given consideration until appli- 
cation for admission to the College has been completed. 


SCHOLARSHIPS FOR JUNIOR COLLEGE GRADUATES 


Many scholarships are available for Junior College graduates. Among 
these are: Michigan State Board of Education; University of Michigan; 
Michigan State University; Michigan College of Mining and Technology; 
Wayne State University, and many others. Consult the Bay City Junior 
College Catalogue, page 14. Also watch the daily bulletin for additional 
information. 


ACTIVITIES 
Because of the relatively small size of the College, participation in 
activities is made possible for all. In addition to convocations, roller- 


skating parties, open houses, and other student events, the College spon- 

sores many organizations, including: Student Council, Student Social Com- 

mittee, Publications, Women’s League (for all college women), Women’s 

Recreation Association, Men’s Union (for all college men), Business Ad- 

ministration Club, Engineers’ Club Tetra Sci Club (for science students), 

Psychology Club, Lettermen’s Club, Veterans’ Club, Ski Club, Student 
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Christian Fellowship, Newman Club, Political Science Club, Circle K (affili- 
ated with Kiwanis International), County Normal Club, Journalism Club, 
Choir, Debate, Phi Theta Kappa (national honor society), and intercol- 
legiate and intramural athletics. 


REGULATIONS 
CONDUCT OF STUDENTS 

It is essential that those who enroll in Bay City Junior College realize 
that their success rests on their own efforts and attitude and that atten- 
dance at the College is a privilege and not a right. College students are 
considered to have reached the age of responsibility and discretion. Their 
conduct shall be that of responsible citizens. 


ATTENDANCE POLICY 
1. Attendance is expected at all classes. There is no system of cuts. 


2. Courtesy demands that students explain the reasons for their ab- 
sences to their instructors. 

3. It is the responsibility of students to make definite arrangements 
for all work before going on field trips or other school-sponsored 
events. 

4, Any student whose absences from any class exceed the number of 
times that class meets weekly shall stand suspended from that 
class. The instructor may, at his discretion, admit the student to 
one additional meeting of the class. 


5. A student who has been suspended from class may petition the 
Dean for re-admission. 


RESIDENCE POLICY FOR WOMEN 


All college women who are not living with relatives are required to 
live in residences which have the approval of the College. College 
women not living with relatives may not change residence during the 
college year without the permission of the Dean of Women. 


GRADE REQUIREMENTS FOR ACTIVITIES 


Students with a semester grade average of less than C (2.0) may not 
accept offices or major chairmanships the following semester. 


ACADEMIC PROBATION 


1. There is no academic probation for admission of students who 
come to Bay City Junior College without having first attended 
some other college. 


2. Any student whose cumulative grade point average at the end of 
any semester falls below 1.5, or any student who transfers from 
another institution with a cumulative grade point average of less 
than 1.5 shall be placed on probation. Probation may not be lifted 
until the cumulative grade point average becomes 1.5 or higher. 


g) 


3. Withdrawal for academic deficiency: any student who is on pro- 
bation and who fails to earn during the following semester a grade 
point average of 1.5 for that semester shall be asked to withdraw 
from the college. 


4. Re-admission after withdrawal for academic deficiency: a student 
who has been asked to withdraw because of academic deficiency 
may apply for re-admission after the lapse of one semester. If he 
is re-admitted, this student will be admitted on probation. 


CHANGE OF SCHEDULE 


1. Students who wish to change their elections in any way whatso- 
ever must secure permission and the proper forms from the Dean 
of Men or the Dean of Women. These written requests must then 
be approved and signed by the the adviser and instructors con- 
cerned before being filed in the Registrar's office. 


2. The last date for entrance into a course is the last day of the second 
week of the college semester. 


3. Courses dropped before the completion of the fourth week of the 
semester will be recorded as “dropped”. 


4. Courses dropped after the fourth week of the semester will be re- 
corded as dropped, with a letter grade and the notation “no 
credit”. 


5. Courses dropped within four weeks of the end of the semester will 
be recorded as failed. 


WITHDRAWAL FROM COLLEGE 


To withdraw from college the student must secure a withdrawal slip 
from the Dean of Men or the Dean of Women. Records for students with- 
drawing are handled as explained above. 


CLASS LOAD 


No student may elect more than 17 hours (not including physical edu- 
cation) without special permission from one of the Deans. He must have 
earned a grade point average of C+ (2.5) or better during the previous 
college semester or during the last semester in high school, depending 
upon which was more recent. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR TRANSFER 


In order to receive the recommendation of Bay City Junior College to a 
senior college, a student must have at least an average grade of C. For 
some senior colleges a grade of B or better is required. Grades of D are 
not transferable. 
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TRANSCRIPTS OF CREDITS 


Students wishing transcripts of records should make requests a week 
in advance of the time they are needed. No transcripts will be made out 
during the registration period. 


Transcripts of credits for purposes of transfer are sent directly to the 
institutions designated by the student. Transcripts are not official unless 
they bear the college seal. 


A transcript will be issued only after the student has fulfilled all of his 
financial obligations to the College. 


COLLEGE SUCCESS 


The Bay City Junior College faculty believes that all students should 
show academic accomplishment if they are to remain in college. Students 
showing unsatisfactory progress are placed on probation. If the record 
continues to be unsatisfactory, the student is asked to withdraw from 
college. 


While the faculty wishes to assist the student in every way possible by 
individual help and counseling, the student must take the responsibility 
for his ultimate success. Absences from class and too heavy work pro- 
grams inevitably lower academic accomplishment. 


The College program is planned to occupy fully the student's time. 
The student must face realistically his own abilities and limitations and 
arrange his total schedule accordingly. If it is necessary for him to work 
more than ten or twelve hours weekly in addition to carrying a college 
program, he should reduce his academic load proportionately. 


HONORS AND HONOR SOCIETY 


Each semester there is issued a Dean’s list containing the names of all 
students who have an average of B-} (3.5) or better. 


Graduates who are in the upper ten per cent of the class are honored 
at the Annual Honors Convocation and at Commencement. 


Bay City Junior College has a chapter of Phi Theta Kappa, National 
Junior College Honor Society. To be eligible for membership a student 
must (1) carry at least fifteen hours of credit, twelve of which are trans- 
ferable to other colleges, (2) be in the upper ten per cent of his class, (3) 
have a B average. Members are selected on the basis of scholarships, 
character, and leadership. 


ATTENDANCE AT CONVOCATIONS 


1. Attendance at all announced convocations is required of all stu- 
dents. A chart of the auditorium has been prepared. Names of 
all students have been entered on this chart. 
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2. One unexcused absence of each semester will be allowed without 
action. Two unexcused absences each semester will result in pro- 
bation. Three unexcused absences may result in cancelling of en- 
rollment, regardless of the time during the semester such absence 
occurs. 


3. Convocations are a part of the educational program of the college. 
There will be one every two or three weeks. 


RULES REGARDING USE OF ALCOHOL 


The use of alcoholic beverages is forbidden at any and ail school 
functions. This is firmly based upon the laws of the State of Michigan as 
they relate to public schools and to minors. We are a public school, and 
the majority of our students are minors — hence regardless of your age 
this rule must be followed. What you do in your home, or on non-school 
sponsored dates or parties is your own business. But please remember 
this rule — going to — attending — or coming from — school events. This 
also applies to guests you bring with you. 


RULES REGARDING SMOKING 


Smoking is forbidden in the school building and on the campus of the 
high school. Here again, this is based upon school law and state law, 
and is primarily a rule of safety. This does not apply to school functions 
held outside the school building. Also, we are in close contact with high 
school students and should govern ourselves accordingly. 


STUDENT DRESS 


Because of our close contact with the high school, students are re- 
quested to refrain from the use of other than normal street dress during 
class hours.

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THE CONSTITUTION OF THE BAY CITY 
JUNIOR COLLEGE STUDENT BODY 


PREAMBLE 


We, the students of Bay City Junior College, in order to promote 
systematic education, to assist in training well-informed, intelligent, 
active, and efficient students, to foster friendship and sociability, and 
to establish a closer outward unity among the students of this college, 
do make and ordain this Constitution of Bay City Junior College. 


ARTICLE | — NAME 


The name of this organization shall be the Bay City Junior College 


Union. 
ARTICLE I] — MEMBERSHIP 


All enrolled students shall be members of this organization. (The 
Faculty shall also be members, but without vote.) 


ARTICLE Ill — THE LEGISLATIVE BRANCH 


Sec. 1. Membership in The Student Council. 

The Student Council shall consist of eight students, four of whom 
shall have at least twenty-four credit hours, and four of whom shali 
have not more than twenty-three hours credit at the beginning of the 
fall term. The Dean of the College shall be an ex-officio member without 
vote. 


See. 2. Duties of The Student Council. 

a) It shall be the official legislative authority of the Student Body, 
and shall exercise general jurisdiction over all student activities. 

b) It shall make recommendations to the Dean of the college for 


expenditure of the Student Activity Fund. 
c) It shall sponsor student organization for which there is a demand. 


See. 3. Powers of The Student Council. 

a) It shall have the power to fill all interim vacancies on the Student 
Sune Vacancies can be filled by a simple majority vote of the entire 
counell. 

b) It shall have the power to suspend all office holders which it 
appoints. 

c) In the event that the President of the Student Boby shall resign 
his office, or if by some other manner there arises a vacancy in the office 
of President of The Student Body, the Student Council shall have the 
power to appoint a President from among its own members. Another 
person, from the Student Body at large, shall then be chosen by the 
council to fill the vacant council seat caused by this appointment. 


See. 4. Meetings of The Student Council. 

a) Time. The Student Council shall meet at least once a month. The 
meetings shall be open to any member of the Union who wishes to attend. 
The President may call any special meetings which he deems necessary. 
However, the first meeting of the year shall be called by the Dean of the 
college not later than two weeks after the opening of the fall term. 

b) Attendance. After being elected to the Student Council, a member 
must not be absent from councli meetings without a valid excuse. If a 
member misses more than two meetings, his position shall be filled by 
someone selected by the Council. 


See. 5. Voting of The Student Council. 

a) Voting in general. All decisions of the Student Council must be 
passed by a simple majority of its members. If however a deadlock is 
created, the President of the Student Body may vote to break it. 

b) Quorum. A quorum of six members of the Student Council must 
be in attendance in order to transact official business. The President of 
The Student Council is not required to be present at all Council meet- 
ings in order for business to be transacted. A temporary chairman may 
be appointed by himself in his absence. However, the temporary chuair- 
man is su,ject to the same restrictions as regards voting as is the 
President. The quorum ruling of six members may he waived when a 
four-member council is operating at the beginning of the fall term. It 
shall be effective only when an eight-member Council is functioning. 
Sec. 6. The Secretary 

a) Choosing of Secretary. The Secretary shall be chosen by the 
ae Council from among its own members at the first meeting of 

is body. 
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b) Duties of the Secretary. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep all the minutes of 
Student Council meetings, and to preserve these minutes in a 
permanent, orderly form. 

2. Tt shall further be the duty of the Secretary to post a typewritten 
brief of these minutes on the official college bulletin board not 
jJater than two days following each Student Council meeting. 

3. It shall also be the duty_of the Secretary to carry on all cor- 
respondence dealing with Council activities. 

4. At the end of each academic year, the Secretary shall turn in at 
the college office, all minutes and essential correspondence of the 
previous year, in order. 


ARTICLE IV — THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH 


Sec. 1. The President and The Student Body. 

The executive branch of this college shall be vested in a President 
of The Student Body. He shall have at least twenty-four credit hours 
at the beginning of the fall semester. 

Sec. 2. The Duties of The President. 

a) The President shall be chief executive of the entire Student Body, 
and shall be the representative of the Student Body on official occasions. 

b) It shall be his duty to call and preside over all meetings of the 
Stu¢ent Council. 

c) The President shall from time to time give to the Council in- 
formation and recommend to their consideration measures as he shall 
judge necessary and expedient. 

Sec. 3. The Powers of The President. 

a) He shall have the power to appoint, subject to the approval of 
the Student Council, chairmen of all Standing Committees in the college. 

b) He shall have the power to suspend chairmen of Standing Com- 
mittees. 

c) He shall have the power to vote on the Student Council in case 
of a deadlock. 

Sec. 4. The Oath of The President. 

Before he enters on the execution of his office, the President shall 
take the following oath or affirmation at a public ceremony held at 
the college: 

ral aaa .., do solemnly swear (affirm) that I will faithfully 
execute the office of President, and will to the best of my ability, pre- 
serve, protect, and defend its Constitution. 


ARTICLE V — ELECTIONS 


Sec. 1. Qualifications of Nominees for Student Council Posts. 


a) They must expect to be in school for a full year (two semesters). 
b) They must carry at least twelve (12) hours of studies. 


Sec. 2. Qualifications of Nominees for President of The Student Body. 
a) They must have at least twenty-four hours credit. 
b) They must expect to be in school a full year (two semesters). 
c) They must carry at least twelve (12) hours of study. 
d) They must have attended this college the previous year. 


See. 3. Election to Freshman Posts. 

a) Petitions. Wreshmen seeking election to The Student Council shall 
obtain a petition for their nomination. They, or some other person, may 
circulate these petitions and obtain the requisite (10) signatures. 
If any signature appears on more than four petitions, the petition’s 
filers will be required to obtain new sets of signatures on othez peti- 
tions they shall file. 

b) Nominational Election. 

14. The names of those persons filing correct petitions shall be placed 

upon a Nominational Ballot. 

2. Bach student of the whole Student Body shall cast a ballot nam- 

ing four of the nominees, 

3. The eight most often named shall be considered nominated. 

ec) Final Hilection. 

At a second election the entire Student Body shall select four 
Council Members from nominees from the slate drawn up by 
balloting under Part (b) of this section. 

d) Time of Hlections. 

1. The first ef these elections shall take place the first Monday of 

the fifth week of the fall term. 

2. The second shall be two weeks later, providing that in the in- 

terim between the first and second elections, the qualifications of 
the candidates be published in the school paper. 
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3. The eight most often named shall be considered nominated.

Tf any signature appears on more than one petition, the petitions in- 
volved will be destroyed, and the petition’s filers will be required to 
obtain new signatures on other petitions they shall file. 

b) Nominational Election. 

1. The names of those persons filing correct petitions shall be placed 

on a Nominational Ballot. 

2. Each student of the Whole Student Body shall cast a ballot nam- 
ing one of the nominees. 

3. The two most often named will be considered nominees. 

c) Final Election. At a second election, the entire Student Body 
shall select one person from the two nominated for President. This 
person shall be declared President of The Student Body. 

d) Time cf Elections. 

is oe A of these elections shall take place on the second Monday 
in April. 

2. The second of these shall be two weeks later, provided that in the 
interim between the first and second elections, the qualifications 
of the candidates to be published in the school paper. 

Sec. 4. Elections to Sophomore Posts. 

a) Part (a) of Section 3, Article V, applies here to Sophomores. 

b) Nominational Election. 

1. The names of those persons filing correct petitions shall be placed 
on a Nominational Ballot. 

2. Each student of the whole Student Body shall cast a ballot nam- 
ing four nominees. 


ARTICLE VI — PUBLICATIONS 


Sec. 1. Staff Membership. 
a) Editor-in-Chief. The Editor-in-Chief shall be responsible for 
the publication of a school paper, a yearbook, and any other publication, 
if any. 

pb) Assistant Editor. The Assistant Editor shall be a first year 
Student selected jointly by the Piditor-in-Chiez and Faculty Advisors, 
upon approval of the Student Council. This choice shall be made during 
the last month of the fall semester. In the event that the Assistant 
Editor does not return to this college, or the Editor-in-Chief leaves 
before he can select an Assistant Editor, then the new Editor-in-Chief, 
shall be selected by the Student Council, acting upon the advice of the 
Faculty Advisors. The Assistant Editor shall act as Editor-in-Chief in 
the absence of the Editor-in-Chief. 

c) Business Manager. The Business Manager shall have charge of 
the financing and circulation of all Student Publications, 


Sec. 2. Names of Publications. 
a) The Bi-Weekly. The name of the school paper, a bi-weekly 


publication, shall be the Crucible. 
b) The Annual. The name of the school yearbook shall be The 


Crucible Annual. 


Sec. 3. Financing of Publications. 

The financing of the publications shall be left to the discretion of 
the Editor-in-Chief, however the Council may advise him on the proper- 
ness of said financing, and shall be the final judge of his action. 


ARTICLE VI] — COMMITTEES 


Sec. 1. Standing Committees. 

The Chairman of the following, Standing Committees shall be ap- 
pointed by the President of The Student E ody, and approved by the 
Student Council. All chairmen, once appointed, shall have power to 
choose their own committee members.

Sec. 2. Duties of Standing Committees. 

a) Assembly Committee. The Assembly Committee shall consist of 
one Student Council Member as chairman, two other students, and three 
faculty members, (appointed by the Dean). The duties of this committee 
shall be to provide for, and take charge of general assemblies. The pur- 
pose of these assemblies shall be to promote interest in present day 
problems and to cultivate a spirit of unity in the college. 

b) The Social Committee. The Social Committee shall consist of a 
chairman and as many other students as necessary. This committee 
shall be responsible for the promotion and supervision of all social 
functions of the college. 

c) The Athletic Committee. The Athletic Committee shall consist of 
an Athletic Manager as chairman and two students. The duty of this 
committee shall be to represent student interests in athletics and foster 
intra-mural sports. 

d) The History Committee. The History Committee shall consist of 
a chairman and one other student. The duty of this committee shall 
be to preserve all articles pertaining to the college, its members, or 

umni. 

e) The Election Committee. The Election Committee shall consist 
of a chairman and not less than six other students. It shall be the duty 
of this committee to establish polling places, print necessary petitions 
and ballots, supervise and attend polls during voting hours on all 
election days, and to count all ballots and correctly tabulate all votes 
cast in college elections. It shall further be the duty of this committee 
to furnish an official ELECTION RETURN to the Editor-in-Chief of 
The Crucible for publication. The chairman of this committee shall 
certify all candidates for election as to eligibility, by checking all 
petitions turned in to him. 

f) The Publicity Committee. The Publicity Committee shall consist 
of a chairman and one other student. The duty of this committee shall 
be to advertise all functions sponsored by the Union. 

g) The Finance Committee. The Finance Committee shall consist 
of a Student Council member as chairman and one other student. Ihe 
Chairman of this committee shall prepare and submit a budget to the 
Student Council in the early part of the fall term, which is to be 
ratified by the Council. The books shall be balanced at the end of each 
month by the college Bursar and a financial statement by the Finance 
Chairman is to be given the Council and published in the school paper. 

h) The Pin and Ring Committee. The Pin and Ring Committee shall 
consist of a chairman and one other student, whose duty it shall be to 
display, take orders for, and deliver to all eligible persons, the official 
pins and rings of the college. 

Sec. 3. Special Committees. 

The Student Council shall have the power to create special com- 
mittees. All special committees shall, however, be terminated at the end 
of ninety (90) days from the date of their creation. 


ARTICLE VII! — FINANCES 


All Union Funds shall be placed in care of the Dean. 


ARTICLE 1X — AMENDMENTS 


See. 1. Proposing of Amendments. 

The amendment process shall be set in motion by the presentation 
to the Student Council of a petition signed by one-fourth (4) of the 
students enrolled in this college. Said petition shall specifically state 
the nature of the proposed amendment, and shall bear an exact refer- 
ence to the part in the Constitution which is sought to be amended. 
Sec. 2. Voting on Amendments. 

The petition of amendment shall be carried by a two-thirds majority 
of those voting thereon, two weeks after said petition has been pre- 
sented to the Union at a general assembly. 

Sec. 3. Time Lapse. 

All amendments to this Constitution shall become effective seven (7) 

academic days after their passage. 


BY-LAWS 


1. A copy of the Constitution of this college may be had gratis upon 
request. 

2. Upon payment of required tuition, each student shall be given a 
Student Activity Ticket, admitting him to the activities determined by 
the Student Council.
